HERE are unhappy signs 

that the Suez Canal ecriata, 
far from belng resolved in 
consequence of the creation 
of a United Nations emer- 
wency force and the

Tho hostile reception accorded 
the vanguard of the UN 
pollee force plainly dn. 
dicntes that the 
regard them as iaterlopers, 
and that they de got in- 
tend to recognise or accept 
their nuthority. Thia 
attitude doea not come as ai 
surprise, merely confirms: 
the doubts originally felt! 
about the ability of the UN 
forces to be effective, It 
sustains too the warning, 
wounded owhen the UN 
reached ita decisian: that 
Unless the polive force could 
be wholly effective in 
carrying out Its furctons, 
Kyypt would be in the 
position to te-establish 
herself asa military arsenal, 


This is a potential develupment 
which not unnaturally makes 
Britain and Franco henitate 
to withdraw  immedintely 
all their forees from. the 
Suez Cannl. Once this has 
been done, and Nasser has 
imposed the conditions under 
which ne permitted the UN 
potice force to enter Egypt, 
Jt) will be virtually im. 
possible to stop Egypt from 
resuming her interrupted 
collusion with Russia 
designed in the long run 
to make the Middlo East 
yet another sphere of Com- 
munist influence. 


Composing the Palestine dis- 
pute is of prime {mportance; 
xo, too is an agreed settle- 
ment for the future of the 
Suez Canal, Nevertheless, 
to the world generally, tho 
overriding concern In 
Russia's intention to catab- 
lish herself us o dominating 
influence In the Middle East. 


To accomplish this Russia is 
prepare to uct as the 
enevolent patron to any or 
all of the Arab Atates, For 
implementation of her plan 
she also requires the 
removal of — physical ob- 
structions, such nas the 
presence of Anglo-French 
troops. And when this has 
been done, she will support 
to the hilt Exypt’s demand 
for the withdrawal of the 
UN police force. 7

London 
HE Suez crisis will 
lead to the break-up 
of the Common- 


wealth, say Sir An- 


thony Eden’s _ political 
opponents and not a few of 
his supporters, They point 
to Canada as having been 
no more than neutral, The 
Government of the Union 
of South Africa has been 
non-committal and, if any- 
thing, critical, Only Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand wre 
in agreement with British 
policy, India, Pakistan and 
Ceylon are seething with 
indignation. 

Are the critics of the 
Prime Minister right? Will 
the Commonwealth — col- 
lapse? 

It is believed that the 
anreyance felt in the non-Asiin 
dominions was uggravated by 
Brilain’s fallure to consult, them 
beforehand, But the British 
Governnrent clalms that events 
moved so quickly that consulto- 
tlon was not possible, Swift

The ruMed feellngs of these 
dominions will be smoothed In 
lime, especially as the regsons 
for Britain's actlon become 
clearer.

HIS CONVICTION — 
Licence Not A Contract Submission 


A submission that a licence ‘was not a contract within the meaning 
of the Corruption Ordinance was made by William Murray. Keay, before 
the Full Court when he appealed against the conviction this morning. 

The Full Court, comprising the Chief Justice, Mr Justice, M. J. 
Hogan, Mr Justice C. W. Reece, Acting Senior Puisne Judge, and Mr 
Justice A. D. Scholes, Acting Puisne Judge, reserved judgment, 


Mr W. A, Blalt-Kerr, Senior 
Crown Counsel, submitted that 
the Hcences which were the 
subject matter of the charge 
were statitory: contractual 
licences and at application 
for such Ucences by ptrsons 
constituteg on offer, and tho 
issuc of a licence coupled with a 
consideration resulted In a con- 
tractual Hcence, 


Keay was convicted on Sep- 
fomber 28 by Judgo W. T. 
Charles on n charge of having 
cotruptly received $26,000 os o 
rewani for showing favour to 
the Bohespic Syndicate in rela- 
tion to the granting and {ssue 
of certain Icenets and sub- 
requent transfer of these 
Ucences to the Mountain and 
Lead Mines Co, Ltd., whtn he 
was then Superintendent of 
Mines. 


LEGAL AID REQUEST 


He was sentenced 
years on this charge. 
* At the start of the hearing 
this moming, Mr Justice Hogan 
soid the Full Court had con- 
sidered an application by Keay 
for legal ald and that it was the 
opinion of the Court that they 
would not be Justified in making 
an order for legal ald. 

Mr Justice Hogan then asked 
Keay if ho wanted to have an 
adjournment whereupon Keay 
replied that it would be better 
to go ahead with the hearing.
